REMARKS 

The following remarks are made in response to the Final Office Action mailed July 
23, 2009. Claims 20, 22-25, and 27-30 are allowable. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12, 15, 17, and 
19 were rejected. Claims 3,4, 11, 13, 14, 16 and 18 have been objected to. Claims 1-5, 7, 9- 
20, 22-25 and 27-30 remain pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration 
and allowance. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12, 15, 17, and 19 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory double patenting claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 11, 17, and 19 of co-pending Application 
No. 10/821,130 in view of Super-Resolution Composition in Multi-Projector Displays" by 
Jaynes et al. (Jaynes). 

Applicant respectfully submits herewith a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome the 
provisional nonstatutory double patenting rejection. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully 
requests the withdrawal of the non-statutory double patenting rejections of claims 1, 2, 5, 7, 
9, 10, 12, 15, 17, and 19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20, 22-25 and 27-30 are allowable. 

Claims 3,4, 11, 13, 14, 16, and 18 are objected to for being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Based on the filing of the Terminal Disclaimer, Applicant respectfully submits that 
claims 3,4, 11, 13, 14, 16, and 18 are now in a condition for allowance and respectfully 
requests the withdrawal of the objection to these claims. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 1-5,7, 9-20, 
22-25, and 27-30 are in form for allowance.
